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Production  tor  sale  and  home  consumption 
of  all  commodities  combined  remained  at  a  rec- 
ord high  in  1949,  the  same  level  as  in  1948. 
Neither  livestock  nor  crops  taken  separately, 


however,  was  at  record  production  levels.  Live- 
stock was  7  percent  below  the  1944  peak,  and 
crops  declined  4  percent  below  the  1948  peak. 
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CASH  RECEIPTS  IN  JANUARY 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  January  are  tentatively  estimated 
at  2.2  billion  dollars,  down  seasonally  from  December  and  about  10  percent  below 
receipts  in  January  1949.    The  total  volume  of  marketings  will  probably  be  about  the 
same  as  a  year  ago,  but  prices  are  lower. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  probably  total  around 
1.1  billion  dollars,  or  about  15  percent  less  than  receipts  in  January  a  year  ago. 
Dairy  receipts  may  be  down  a  little  from  last  January  because  slightly  larger  milk 
production  is  more  than  offset  by  lower  prices.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  will 
be  smaller,  mainly  because  of  lower  prices.    In  the  case  of  meat  animals,  lower 
prices  may  be  accompanied  by  a  slightly  smaller  volume  of '  marketings,  and  receipts 
may  be  15  percent  below  a  year  ago.    It  is  expected  that  meat-animal  marketings  will 
be  lower  than  last  January  because  of  the  relatively  light  weights  of  the  cattle 
being  slaughtered. 

Crop  receipts  in  January  are  likely  to  total  around  1.1  billion  dollars,  or 
slightly  less  than  receipts  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Cash  receipts  from  wheat, 
corn,  and  most  other  grains  will  be  down,  as  lower  prices  are  being  paid  for  a 
smaller  volume  of  sales.    Lower  prices  are  likely  to  be  offset  by  larger  marketings 
in  the  case  of  cotton,  vegetables,  and  fruits $  and  January  receipts  for  these  com- 
modity groups  may  show  little  change  from  a  year  ago.    Tobacco  receipts  will  probably 
exceed  those  of  last  January  because  more  tobacco  is  moving  to  market  at  about  the 
same  prices.

AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTION  FOR  SALE  AND 
HOME  CONSUMPTION  IN  1949 

The  total  volume  of  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  for  consumption  in 
farm  homes  in  1949  was  equal  to  the  record  high  first  set  in  1948  -  or  39  percent 
above  the  1935-39  average.    Crop  production  and  production  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  were  each  somewhat  below  their  previous  highs;  but  together  they  constituted 
another  record  for  total  output. 

Total  production  in  the  livestock  groups  was  up  3  percent  from  the  1948  level, 
but  it  was  7  percent  under  the  1944  peak.    As  compared  with  1948,  increased  sales  of 
cattle  and  hogs,  partly  offset  by  a  substantial  decline  in  sheep  and  lambs,  accounted 
for  the  slight  gain  in  meat  animals.    Dairy  products  were  up  because  of  higher  yields 
per  cow.    Increased  production  of  poultry  and  eggs  was  due  to  larger  quantities  for 
all  commodities  in  this  group,  but  especially  broilers. 

Crop  production  was  only  4  percent  below  its  1948  record  level.    Nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  drop  was  caused  by  wheat,  with  reductions  also  in  most  other  grains, 
and  in  potatoes,  soybeans,  flaxseed,  and  peanuts.    Production  was  up  in  the  case  of 
cotton,  apples,  oranges,  peaches,  and  pears.
